EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Huffman Huffman, Applicant's representative, on February 27, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 56, "processor" has been changed to -microprocessor™. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

All claims are allowed. Claims 1-1 10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, such as noted in the specification (especially at pages 1-13), used 
either software or a co-processor that is different from the central processing unit when 
cryptography was desired. The claimed inventions deal with the microprocessor (the 
central processing unit) itself. The microprocessor (the CPU) hardware does the 
cryptography and not any software or a co-processor. The prior art did not teach or 
suggest the particular features of the claims. 
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While the prior art does teach processors (even some processors labeled 
"microprocessors") such as invented by Robert Best (some of whose patent is cited in 
PTOL-892 with this Office Action), this was not done with the CPU but with the 
dedicated processor. This is noted at the article from Markus Kuhn (1998, cited in 
PTOL-892 with this Office Action). 

The term "microprocessor" in this application refers to the central processing unit 
(CPU). See specification. Nowadays, many refer to the CPU as "the microprocessor" 
even if co-processors exist. This was discussed with Mr. Huffman Huffman, Applicant's 
representative, on February 27, 2007. Not only is Applicant permitted to be his own 
lexicographer, Applicant is entitled to use the common language - such as referring to 
the CPU as the microprocessor - as long as Applicant is being clear. 

For these reasons, the prior art did not teach or suggest the particular features of 
the claims.
